Mr. Maokay, 


eajra the Gold Hill 2f*ws, became 
identified with the history apd.,deyel- 
opment of the great Com stock lode 
«t a very early date, and has staid 
with it pretty effectually ever since. 
A man of quick perception, natural 
shrewdness, strict integrity and great 
business ability and energy, h» won 
«f just the kind to work his wayxso 
the front, and from a hard working 
mechanical laborer iu the depths of 
Oomstock, he has in a few short 
years become a principal owner of 
the richest mine or mining bonanza 
known of in the whole wide worM, 
nttd oan reckon his wealth by mil- 
lions. But this makes no difference 
to the man. 
He w the same John 


Mackay as ever, recognises his old 
friend all the same, and is the same 
good and ever popular citizen. 
In 


fact, during oar numerous years ac- 
quaintanceship with him we have 
never found the man or womau who 
had aught to say against the natural 
integrity and the manly character of 
John Maokay. 
In thece days of cor- 


i uption and general human cunsed- 
tiess, this is something proud to say 
Of any man. 
He certainly is one of 


the men w« know, and we cheerfully 
append the biographical sketch afore- 
•Bid from the Nntt Letter: 


John William Maokay, the gentle- 


man whoxe handsome and resolute 
face is presented to the public with 
this week's Ntvt Lttter, has serious 
claim, if we estimate his wealth be- 
neath aa well as above ground, to the 
iitle of "the richest man iu the world." 
Mr. Mackay owns three-eights of the 
famous Bonanza mines, from which 
his income is estimated to be over 
eight hundred thousand dollars per 
month. 
It has been calculated in 


regard to the total income of this 
youngeat of the quartette of "Booeona 
Princess," that each minute of the 
day and night twenty-five golden 
dollars drop into his pockets with 
mechanical and monotonous regular- 
ity. 
Or Hither, it would be a mo"re 


appropriate figure of speech to say 
that that amount drops into bis 
already dropsical 
bank 
account, 


as no human pocket could withstand 
-ngoldeu shower of that description 
many hour9. 
Mr. Maokay was born 


in Dublin on the 28th of November, 
1835. and therefore is but little over 
forty-one years of age—the youngent 
probably of all the world's great 
.money kings. When quite a youth 
fie came to this country, and was for 
•omu years engaged in the office of 
Wm. H'. Webb, the shipbuilder of 
Hew York. 
In the tatter part of 


18j'J he j ined a party coming to the 
El Dorado of the West, and reaghfed 
4hU coast late in the Winter of that 
year, on a vessel built by bis former 
employer. 
Having a natural bias 


towards everything connected with 
mining, hit at once adopted that bus- 
ine-i» as a profession. 
His first em- 


ployment in mining was in Allegheny, 
bierra county, wuere he accumulated 
a »niall "stake.'' anil then proceeded 
to Virginia City.

The recent remarkable discover!* 


of ores and minerals of various kind 
made in the neighborhood of Steam 
boat Springs are causing a consider 
able amount of speculation in regarc 
to what may underlie that region a 
no great depth. 
Some who hav 


been ruminating on the matter are o 
the opinion that under a crust of 20C 
or 300 feet in thickness there exists i 
large lake of boiling water, whil 
others believe that at about the sam 
depth below the surface all is fir 
and red-hot and molten rocks. Those 
who advance the first mentioned 
theory say that the minerals contain 
ed in the water of the boiling lak 
first formed a crust around thi 
shores, and that this grew as io 
grows on a pond in Winter, till the 
concretions covered the whole of tu 
water, oxeept spout-holes here an< 
there. 
Through these spoilt holes 


steam and water were forced up, ami 
thus thickness was gradually addei 
to the crust forming the subterra 
nean lake. They think that this litke 
may extend under the greater part o 
the Truckee Meadows, and som< 
years ago, on the occasion of a severe 
earthquake, all the land both in 
Steamboat valley and Truckee Mea 
dows was rolled and tossed like the 
waves of the ocean.

els of the earth say that beds of iron 
pyrites are necessary to produce (by 
their decomposition) the oombus 
tion, and all below must bo solid, or 
at least there is no body of hot wnter 
of such extent that it conld be called 
a lake, because in certain places there 
ru*li in strong blasts or columns of 
hot, 
dry air or gasses, which must

lier would be tapped that would 
throw u stream of water to the hight 
of from 100 to 200 feet, either oon- 
stoutly or at regular intervals. The 
present proprietor could in no way 
ip cheaply add to the several attrac 
Jons of the place as by starting a 
bore there, not for oil, but for— well, 
that which is supposed to be not far 
away from there. It IB a sure thing 
thut a hole bored in the red hot bow- 
ls of Steamboat Springs would de 
velop something worth seeing, ami 
we hope the proprietor will prospeci 
the lower levels of his property dur 
ing the coming Snmmer.

the earth there is pent up at that 
>lace an immense force. 
In the 


Spring of 1860 there was a sort of 
well toward the north end of the 
rango of spring* thut sent a column 
of water three feet in diameter to the 
hight of at l<*ast sixty feet at intervals 
of about eight hours.

became clogged up, and in 18(52 a 
stream of hot water about tbree 
nches in diameter was thrown^ to the 
tight of about one hundred feet at 
ntei'vals of half an hour. The hole 
Vom which this stream was thrown 
noon became clogged up, and since 
hen we have noextraonlinary spoilt 
ng of water a.t the springs, but an 
rtesian bore would doubtless start a 
new geyser.
